They include all the m inisters, a ma­ 
jority of the lawyers, nearly al) 
the 
doctors, a m ajority of the court house 
officials and a large number of work­ 
ingmen, the employes of the tin mill 
being especially numerous. The peti­ 
tion will be presented to the council 
at its regular meeting on June 2 ana 
a vote will be taken within 30 days 
thereafter.

Rev. J. W. Laughlin, as

It claims for the 
assembly the legal right to the funds 
and control of the seminary, 
and 
recommends that the com mittee of 
seven appointed by the last assembly 
be continued, lf this committee fails 
to reach an agreem ent with the trus­ 
tees, the report recommends that a 
friendly law suit shall be entered into 
to determine the question at issue. 
Meanwhile this assembly shall elect 
a separate .seminary board of trus 
tees, with instructions riot to organ 
ize pending the negotiations between 
the committee and the board.

report gives voting 
power to four 
visitors from the assembly, which is 
given both the veto power over th* 
appointment of trustees and profes­ 
sors, and the privilege of recommend 
ing the removal of objectionable pro­ 
fessors. 
It locates the fund in the 
hands of the present trustees and 
forever at Lebanon, Tenn.

sounds w’ere unlike thunder, having

The reports ca me at intervals of 
perhaps three minutes, and persons 
who remember

earthquake at 
Charleston say the noises were very

A News Review reporter this morn­ 
ing asked a representative of the local 
wholesale meat house if the company 
had been asked to sign such an agree­ 
ment, hut no direct answer could be 
secured. 
The representative of 
the 
company said: 
"We have not been in 
the balut of selling fresh meats to the 
grocers. 
We were at one time supply­ 
ing a hotel in this city 
with 
fresh 
meat s. but were requested to refrain 
from doing so. We complied with the 
request, and now sell fresh meats only 
to the meat trade.” 
The grocer who 
volunteered 
this 
information also said that if any gro­ 
cer desired to sell meats he could get 
all ho desires in the country, and at 
a much 
cheaper price than is asked 
by the wholesale houses 
about 
the 
country. 
Some grocers are thinking 
of entering the meat business, but so 
far none have taken any direct steps 
in that direction.

meat departm ent in their stores. Fol­

ing their fresh m eats from a wlole- 
sale house 
called upon the represen­ 
tative of the firm who lookr after the 
local trade and asked tho firm not to 
sell fresh m eats to the grocers. It is 
also said the company was asked to 
sign an agreem ent not to sell to the 
grocers.

ment and the president 
were 
the 
American people, and, in his judg 
ment, they were responsible for the 
condition of affairs in the Philippines, 
because they had placed the dollar 
above the man.
